BISHOP'S ADDRESS 
TO SYNOD 
TRANSPORT OF SCHOO 
CHILDREN PROBLEM 


— > 
Té call of the Kingdom of God came 


to them with peculiar force at the 

present, time, said the Bishop of Meath, 
the Most Rev. Dr. W. H. Holmes, in his 
address to his Synod, which met yesterday 
in the Synod Hall, Christ Church place, 
Dublin. Never hefore in the history of the 
Christian Faith had there been more pressing 
need for the fearless upholding, both by 
deed and word, of the beliefs and principles 
which ge; as a free people, had inherited, 
and by w ich they lived. 

The Bishop went on to refer to the deatl.s, 
during the year, of the Rev. G. E. Fry, 
Julianstown; the Rev. M. H. M. Givan, St. 
Mary's, Athlone; Mr. B. R. FitzHerbert and 
Mr. J. A. Law, Navan and Ardbraccan; «nd 
Major The Fox. 


THE DOMINANT FACT 


Dr. Holmes spoke of the sixteen very 
happy months he had spent in the diocese. 
Mindful of the conditions which obtained 
over a large part of the diocese, and of the 
dominant fact that, for the most part, ‘heir 
people were few in numbers, in some cases 
isolated, and a small minority of the popula- 
tion, they must realise that it was not pos- 
sible in such conditions to maintain as SE 
a standard of all-round efhciency as might 
well be expected where the Church popu- 
lation was large and money plentiful. 
Having said that, and all the more because 
of it, he was impelled to pay a warm 
tribute to their m le as a whole íor their 
loyal support oí the Church, and to the 
who had to face problems, both 
arochial and domestic, which might well 
aunt, them. 

The Bishop spoke highly of the average 
of church attendance. 

The financial position of the Board of 
Education, he proceeded, was not healthy. 
The chief cause oí the unduly large debit 
balance had been the heavy and increasing 
cost of their transport schemes. Those 
schemes had been launched in the confident 
hope that such a laudable and, indeed, vital 
undertaking would have received the neces- 
sary support both of the diocese at large 
and of those who directly benefited. In 
neither case had that hope been fulfilled as 
sufficiently as had been expected. A point 
had been reached at which it had become 
obvious that without incurring blame the 
Board could not go on increasing their debt, 
and, accordingly, they had been most 
reluctantly obliged this year to notify the 
parishes concerned that they were no longer 
able to finance these schemes, 


COST OF TRANSPORT 


A sum of £270 actually in their hands for 
the purposes of transport had to be paid 
back, mainly, if not wholly, because the 
school attendances of so many of the trans- 
ported children did not reach the required 
standard. If they had not lost this valuable 
addition to their funds through the negli- 
gence of those who were responsible for the 
regular attendance at school of the default- 
ing children, they should not now be in the 
position to which he had called attention. 

It has been the practice of the Synod to 
meet in Dublin, though a meeting was held 
in Mullingar a few years ago. 

A resolution was proposed yesterday by 
Mr. Richard Reyne, suggesting to the 
Bishop that the next meeting of the Synod 
be held within the borders of the diocese. 
This was defeated by 57 votes to 22. 

Mr. W. C. Mercier proposed, and Colonel 
T. A. E. Cairnes, D.S.0., seconded, a resolu- 
tion from the Diocesan Council recommend- 
ing that the division of the diocese into two 
parts, east and west, be abolished. This 
resolution was carried by a majority of 60 
votes to 11. 

Moving the adoption of the report of the 
Diocesan Council and statement of accounts, 
Colonel Cairnes spoke of the necessity of 
their having a staff of trained, interested 
persons, who must have the knowledge to 
counteract the activities of those possibly 
well-meaning busybodies, who, not apparently 
understanding the rudiments of finance, con- 
sidered the poor Church of Ireland a 
fountain from which money could be obtained 
for this, that or any purpose other than that 
for which its resources were apportioned. 

He referred to the memorandum on 
finances issued by the Representative Church 
Body, refuting the suggestion that the 
Church was a wealthy body, and pointing 
out the insufficiency of its income to meet 
even reasonable statutory demands on it. In 
the present state of www F affairs, none could 
be without, anxiety for the future, and they 
must ensure that, they had the best brains and 
md most active supporters to carry on their 
affairs. 


WIPING OUT DEBTS 


Colonel Cairnes said that they did not 
start the year in a precarious position. The 
report showed a further decrease in the 
debit balances on assessment to £619, the 
smallest figure produced in his time. Since 
1st January arrangements had been made for 
the the wiping out of the largest of the 
debts shown in the report, and it was hoped 
that in the future all debts shown would 
be small, 

They must ccnsider the present in relation 
to the future—the effects of increased taxa- 
tion, rates, wages, increased cost of living, 
all in regard to expenditure of upholding 
the faith of their forefathers. They must 
consider the possibility of increased or 
decreased prosperity in a farming community 
in an agricultural diocese such as theirs ; they 
must consider the further reduction in Church 
population such as was probably now 
occurring as a result of their people volunteer- 
ing for war service and many other problems 
of a similar kind, 


THE ELECTIONS 


" The report was adopted. 

Before appointing a Committee of Elections 
and of Scrutineers, the Diocesan Council, on 
wishes expressed by members of the Synod 
in past years, had ordered that a system for 
the simplification of Synod elections’ should 
be introduced for the adoption by future 
Syngds. said Colonel Cairnes. 

It had been felt that it was disadvan- 
tageous to the debates which took place at 
the Synod for so many of the most active and 
interested members to be engaged in collect- 
ing, scrutinising and counting votes during 
the session, and also that members concentrat- 
ing on the problem of electing their Council 
at their leisure at home would achieve better 
results than were arrived at in the present 
rather hurried method of elections. The 
new system was in operation that day, 
though it had been thought fit not to issue 
the pap:rs with the agenda as was intended 
in the future, until it had been explained 
to the Synod. 

The 1ecommended system was adopted. 

Major C. W. Chaloner was elected as a 
lay member of the R.C.B, in room of the 
late Major The Fox. 

Speaking on the report of the Board of 
Education, the Rev. J. McCann said that 
‘from 1st July some of the transport schemes 
would cease. It was not only a question of 
taking children from one part of the diocese 
to another, but of keeping open their schools, 
If the transport scheme were stopped, some 
of the schools would become so small that 
they could not be maintained.

Dunkirk 


Kew towns in France have figured more 
prominently in its great wars than 
Dunkirk. Though the Germans never got 
very near to it in the last war, they were 
able to shell it and Calais with their long- 


ranue artillery. 
sinee mediaeval times Dunkirk has been 
a place of extensive trade, and by the 


fo artneialte century had become the 
principal. seat of the French fishing 
‘ndustry. To that fact may be attributed 
its numerous flourishing trades connected 
with seafaring, such as the manufacture of 
nets, sail-cloth, ropes and various kinds 
of fishing equipment. 

The making of these in the eighteenth 
century helped to give a stimulus to 
scientific activity, and led to the establish- 
ment of industries, in which chemical 
knowledge plaved a big part, notably in 
distillation and sugar-refining, and in the 
production of earthenware. 

Towards the middle of last century 
Dunkirk ranked as the third largest sea- 
port in France; Marseilles and Havre 
were the first and second.

Money could not have bought a baby’ 
napkin in the city of Galas in the a 
part of this week. On Sunday morning 
the stocks of all the shops had been 
bought up for the American liner Presi- 
dent Roosevelt.

War Office Trish 


These days of recruiting for the Army 
of Ireland with bilingual proclamations, 
give a timely interest to a curiosity which 
I find in a pamphlet of 1900. 

At that date, Mr. E. R. McC. Dix un- 
earthed, and made public, a _ long 
proclamation in the Irish language which 
the British War Office had issued nearly 
a hundred years earlier. The document, 
of which 5,000 copies were printed in 
Dublin in 1806, for distribution through- 
out Ireland, announced terms of enlist- 
ment. It began thus:— 

RIAGHLACHA AGUS 
ORDUIGHTHE. 

Le arm an Riogh chur in Ordughadh 
nios fearr, agus leis na Saighdiuraighe 
bheith a slighe nios fearr, mar ta a 
Bharrantas an Riogh don 7d. la do 
October, 1806, agus an Achtaibh 
airighthe do deineamh an _ Siosa 
deireanach don Phairliament. 

I transcribe this passage as it appeared 
in the pamphlet of 1900, and cannot say, 
of course, whether the original document 
was destitute of accents or contained the 
seeming grammatical error of a Bharrantas 
for 7 mBarrantas; but the meaning is: 

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

For the better regulation of the 
King’s Army, and for the betterment 
of the soldiers, according to the Royal 
Warrant of October 7, 1806, and cer- 
tain Acts which were passed in the 
last session of Parliament, etc. 

The style, an expert tells me, indicates 
a Munster hand. 


“ Arras” 


France seems to be the home of such 
defiant couplets as that displayed at 
Arras, my recent reference to which 
recalls other and older instances. 

When Calais was an English town these 
lines were carved above its gates: 

“ The French may hope this town to 
win 
When iron and lead like cork do 
swim. | . 
The future exploit of the Duke of Guise 
is recovering Calais for France could noi 
then be foreseen ! 

Again, just before the outbreak of the 
Hundred Years’ War, when Philip of 
Valois was contesting his claim to tre 
French Crown, a leaden cock of the 
weather-vane variety was set up above the 
ramparts of Paris, with these words 
beneath it: 

‘*Quand ce coq icy chantera 
Le roy trouvé cy entrera,”’ 
which may be rendered : 
“When this cock here doth crow 
The foundling king herein shall go.’’ 

But once more the bold defiance in verse 

was not borne out by the event, and Philip 


gained his crown.

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COUNCILS 


By SCRUTATOR. 
N the course of a series of articles on the 
| County Management Bill, when it was 
introduced last November, it was sug- 

gested that certain duties might, be delegateu, 
as they are under last year’s Public Assist- 
ance Act, by county authorities to local, or 
“ parish,” committees. 
n the article that appeared in the ZJrish 
Times of the 22nd ot November emphasis 
was laid on the risks of over-centralisation 
as the result of abolishing County Boards of 
Health and placing Public Assistance duties 
in the hands of county authorities and 
managers. It was then submitted that even 
larger groupings of areas than those pro- 
osed as managerial units might usefully have 
ma adopted, for such services as regional 
lanning, road-making, water supply and 
bain operations; but that ' more re- 
stricted areas—possibly parish council dis- 
tricts—could more successfully control such 
local services as cleansing and sanitation, and 
such ameliorative activities as indoor and 
outdoor relief and dispensary services which 
seem especially to call for personal contacts 
and intimate knowledge of local conditions.” 
Relating that suggestion to the demand for 
the establishmnt of parish councils, it was 
observed that ‘‘the pity seems to be that 
parish council advocates were strangely 
quiescent while such a far-reaching measure, 
as the County Management Bill, was in its 
nascent stages. Possibly, however, it may 
yet be feasible so to graft some type of 
‘parish’ organisation into the county 
organisation as to secure the fullest benefits 
of local knowledge and interest.’’ 
When the County Management Bill was 
approved last week by the Senate without 
any amendment in favour of “parish ”’ 
machinery it seemed as though the /rish 
Times had merely been a voice crying in 
the wilderness of local government legisla- 
tion. But now—with the issue of another 
bill ‘‘to make further and better provision 
in relation to local government '—we find 
that Ministers have not only adopted the 
eye arg of the suggested /rish Times plan, 
ut that they propose to give it wider applica- 
tion than might have been anticipated. 
As the ‘departure marks the introduction of 
administrative methods without precedent in 
Ireland, and as it seems to anticipate—if not 
to forestall—the reports of the NEE co 
which are now taking evidence on “ parish” 
and “'vocational ” proposals, it may be help- 
ful to visualise the situation that, will exist 
if the new bill becomes law without sub- 
stantial amendment. 


EFFECT OF THREE BILLS 


To understand the position it is necessary 
to recall the Minister’s statement that the 
Public Assistance and Management Bills, and 
a third measure to deal with local adminis- 
tration, to be introduced later, should, in 
effect, be regarded as a single measure of 
local government reform. It is accordingly 
necessary to consider certain provisions of the 
new Bill m context with its predecessors, as 
they bear upon proposals for the delegation 
of county authorities’ duties to local councils. 


LOCAL ASSISTANCE 


COMMITTEES 


Section Il of the Public Assistance Act 

(which, with the exception of Dublin city 

and county, places relief administration under 

sm council control) provides, inter alia, 
as — 

“ A public assistance authority may... 
appoint such committees as they think fit 
for purposes connected with the per- 
formance of any of their powers, duties 
and functions, which, in the opinion of 
such authority, would be more con- 
veniently managed by, or through, a

committee. . . A committee so appointed 
may be.. 


. & local committee to exercise , 
powers, duties and functions in relation ‘eae 


to a limited portion of the public assist- 
ance district.’ 

Thus, with the concurrence of county 
managers, who are to assume responsibility for 
the details of relief administration, county 
boards of assistance are authorised to consti- 
tute ‘‘ parish ’’ organisations to dispense out- 
door relief, to supervise local dispensary 
services, and to exercise all other powers 
embraced in the Public Assistance Act. 


‘* APPROVED LOCAL 
COUNCILS ” 


In accord with the same principle, the Go- 
vernment now propose (m sections 69 to 72 
of the new Bill) to authorise county councils 
to delegate any or all of their powers to 
‘‘approved local councils.” The relevant 
section (No. 71) provides that :— 

“The county council may delegate to 
an approved local committee any of the 
powers and duties of such county council 
which, in the opinion of such county 
council, would be better regulated or 
managed by, or through, such a local 
council,.”’ 

As the result of such provisions, it will 
be open to county councils, as count 
assistance authorities, (1) to create paris 
bodies to administer relief, (2) to set up 
separate parish organisations to control other 
local services of which the more obvious 
would include, say, sanitation, refuse dis- 
osal and public lighting; or (ó) to vest 
both relief and other local administration in 
a single ‘“‘parish’’ organisation. 


CULTURAL AND SOCIAL 


AIMS 


But the new bill apparently contemplates 
‘‘approved local councils,’’ whose interests 
ts functions will cover much wider ficlds. 
Section 69, in effect, suggests that “the in- 
habitants of a locality ” who have established, 
or may establish, ‘‘a council, committee or 
other body ’’ for furthering the general social 
and economic interests of such inhabitants” 
should seek official recognition by their county 
council. ! 

On receipt of such applications for recog- 
nition, the county council woul have 
authority “ to provide a building for use by 
the local council for public and other meet- 
ings and for lectures, exhibitions, general 
recreation or other similar objects, and may 
entrust the care and management of such 
building to such local council either tem- 
porarily or permanently.’’ Further, the 
county council may supply the “ parish” 
organisation with furniture, office equipment, 
stationery and outlays for caretaking and 
cleansing purposes. 

Such provisions seem quite clearly to indi- 
cate that the Government contemplate some- 
thing much more far-reaching than the 
constitution of “ parish councils to discharge 
routine duties of administration. Quite 
obviously the underlying purposes include the 
creation of village halls as centres of cultural 
and social activities. Purposes sufficiently 
wide to embrace the úir áis of local 
‘* vocational’ organisations. Purposes which 
extend far outside the traditional scope of 
“ Local Governmuent and Public Health.” 
A widening and diversification of local 
activities which, it may be noted, is indicated 
in other provisions of the bill that—under the 
heading of ‘‘ Appropriate Ministers ’’—intro- 
duces a further innovation in local govern- 
ment organisation; provisions which call for 
the concurrence of the Minister for Education 
and the Minister for Agriculture in certain 
important matters of procedure. An innova- 
tion that, taken together with the intro- 
ducion of county managers and parish 
organisations, portends something much more 
interesting and important than mere readjust- 
ments in the machinery of local administra-

How a bag was dropped on a Dublin road 
by running men, and how three small boys 
picked up several shillings, was described 
yesterday, when the trial of Walter Joseph 
rady (25), no business, Summerhill Parade, 


Dublin, who is accused of the attempted 
murder by _ shooting of Patrick Woods, 
manager, North City branch of Messrs. 


2nd last, armed robbery of £469, the 
illega] possession of firearms and conspiracy, 
was resumed. 

One of the boys, John Ennis, said that on 
the night of December 2nd he saw three 
men—one of them was Brady—running across 
the North Strand. One man dropped a bag, 
which Brady stopped and picked up before 
running on after the others. Witnéss and the 
other boys ‘‘foostered’’ around with their 
hands where the bag dropped, and picked 
up three shillings between the tram lines on 
the Ballybough road. 

The driver of the van which took Mr. 
Woods and the money to the North Strand 
branch of the Royal Bank of Ireland, John 
Bannon, said that when the van stopped at 
the bank he saw two men, one at each side 
of his driving cab One had a revolver. On 
getting out and going to the back of the 
van he saw another man with Mr. Woods, 
who was shouting for help. A few moments 
later two shots were fired, and Mr. Woods 
said that he had been hit. The men then 
disappeared, and witness drove Mr. Woods 
to Store Street Garda Barracks, where it 
was found that a bag containing £469 was 
missing. Three other parcels of money were 
still in the van. He could not identify the 
men because they had the lower parts of 
their faces covered. 

Dr. Thomas Elliott testified that Mr. Woods 
had been in danger for about ten days after 
the shooting; a bullet had passed through 
his right lung. 

The defence was an alibi. Brady said 
that he had no knowledge of the crime, and 
was not near the Royal Bank on North 
Strand on the night of the crime. 
Christopher Keenan said that he was in the 
shop from which Brady went out to deliver 
the shoes. Brady returned about 9 o’clock 
and remained for nearly an hour. 

The defence had not concluded when the 
Court adjourned until to-day.

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France at Bay 


In the course of his memorable speech 
in the British House of Commons on 
Tuesday Mr. Winston Churchill warned 
his hearers that a fresh blow against the 
Allies must be expected almost immediately. 
He was not certain whether this blow 
would be struck in the’ first instance 
against Great Britain or against France; 
but he felt that it would be struck some- 
where. He was right. Evidently Herr 
Hitler is following the theory. that he 
advanced in Mein Kampf; he proposes to 
make a supreme effort to crush France 


| before he turns his attention to Great 


Britain. Yesterday morning at dawn a 
great offensive was started by the Germans 
against General Weygand’s army. It was 
launched at three main points—the first 
at Amiens, the second at Péronne, and 
the third at the Ailette Canal, just below 
the historic Chemin des Dames, where so 
many vital battles were fought during the 
last war. It seems that the Germans are 
determined to make a bid for the capture 
of Paris, relying on the confusion that 
was caused in the French army when 
General von Reichenau, abandoning the 
Schlieffen plan, thrust his mechanised 
divisions towards the coast, instead. of 
making for Paris once he had reached 
Laon. General Weygand has had less 
than a fortnight in which to reorganise 
his armies and establish a fresh front. 
While the British army was being hard 
pressed in Northern France, many ill- 
informed critics were inclined to blame 
him for his failure to relieve the pressure 
on General Blanchard’s and Lord Gort’s 
troops; but General Weygand knew what 
he was doing. He knew that the Germans 
would take the first opportunity to deliver 
a.mass offensive towards Paris, and, 
taking the long view, decided not to dissi- 
pate his energies in a futile thrust towards 
the north, but to await von Reichenau’s 
next move. ‘The defensive ‘line along the 
Somme and the Aisne is not strongly 
fortified. It has a weak point, where the 
two rivers are joined by a canal; and it 
is precisely here that the Germans have 
made their most violent attack. Strangely 
enough, they seem—for the moment—to 
have altered their-technique. Instead ‘of 
attacking without warning with low-flying 
aeroplanes and heavy tanks, they have 
gone back to the mitthods of the last war, 
and have opened their offensive: with a 
terrific barrage of artillery. This  pre- 
liminary bombardment has -béen followed 
by the advance of great masses of infantry, 
and the whole engagement is ‘reminiscent 
the British Fifth .Army at St. Quentin 
in March, 1918. As Ae the results

The ‘offensive that. was launched against 
the French yesterday morning manifestly 
is intended to be decisive. The Germans 
hope, on the one Hand, to capture’ Paris, 
and, on the other, to drive another wedge 
across the country towards Rouen and Le 
Havre in an effort to cut all the main lines 
of . communication between France and 
Great Britain. “Mr. Winston Churchi!! 
has prepared public opinion. in Great 
Britain for some such move, and, even if 
it should succeed, the British people will 
not be taken by surprise; but we do not 
believe that it will succeed. France has 
an armv of some.-five million men, every 
one of whom is not only a trained soldier, 
but a fearless patriot. These men stand 
between the Germans and Paris. They are 
fully aware of the danger to their beloved 
country, and are fortified by the spirit 
that saved Verdun twenty-four years ago. 
The French. are fighting for their national 
existence; they also are fighting for an 
idea. Can any idea prevai] against an 
almost unlimited number of tanks? On 
the answer to this question the outcome of 
the war depends. As we go to Press we 
learn from French sources that General 
Weygand sprang a surprise on the -in- 
vading Germans yesterday. Apparently, 
the Freiwh caught the big German tanks 
in what is described as ‘‘a newly-devised 
defence system’’; and von Reichenau's 
offensive.has been checked all along the 
line. To the people of France Paris means 
more than a capita) city. Its loss, from 
the purely strategic. point of view, would 
be extremely serious; but. France is a big 
country, and there is no: reason why 
General Weygand’s army should not 
continue its resistance even if German 
tanks should be rumbling along the Rue 
de Rivoli or members of Herr Himmler’s 
Schutzstaffel_should .be doing the Parade: 
marsch in the Place de la Concorde. On 
the other hand, the loss of Paris would be 
a psychological blow of the first order. The 
average Frenchman might not be over. 
whelmed by the loss of his capital or of his 
national industries ; but the capture of Paris 
would be tragic. For that reason General 
Weygand’s armies may be trusted to fight 
to the last man before they allow the 
invaders to enter their almost sacred city. 
Frenchmen have not forgotten 1870; they 
also have not forgotten 1914. They may 
not have the material force of the 
Germans. They may not be able to meet 
steel with steel, or machinery with 
machinery; but the spirit of France is 
indestructible. Flesh and blood will be 
sacrificed in overflowing measure. Every 
French soldier, as he hurls his body 
athwart the path of the invader, will be 
inspired by the history of a thousand 
France is no stranger to 
invasion. He will be thinking of his 
smiling countryside, of his _unsullied 
furrows, of the vineyards of the Midi, 
of ““la verte douceur des soirs sur la 
Dordogne.’’ He will be thinking, above all, 
of that transcendent ideal that is expressed. 
by the words: la France; and his life 
will be given willingly, even gladly, in its 
cause. He will not be fighting alone. The 
people of Great Britain, who also have 
everything to lose, are standing side by | 
side with their fellow-democrats in this 
hour of their direst peril. Once again the 
Somme is running red with redundance of 
blood; once again the human spirit is 
facing a supreme test.

Hodge 

Hodge is himself again. For the best 
part of a hundred years Englishmen have 
been mourning the decline of their farms 
and the gradual seepage of farm labourers 
from the land to the more arduous, more 
monotonous and even worse-paid life of a 
factory hand. It is a process with which 
we are unhappily familiar in our own 
country, but the process here has been 
neither as rapid nor as widespread as 
across the Channel, where the acreage both 
of tilled and of pasture land has declined 
with almost inconceivable velocity. The 
farm-hand has been the pariah of Great 
Britain’s economy until very recently— 
the butt of music-hall jokes, the stock 
example of backwardness, and, above all, 
the worst-paid. of all workers. He has 
been—Hodge. Perhaps, it may afford this ' 
Hodge a certain degree of malicious 
pleasure to realise that he is now one of 
the people who matter, a person whose 
praises are sung almost daily in the 
editorial columns of great newspapers, one 
of those upon whom Great Britain’s safety 
depends. When the European war broke 
out thousands of Hodges made haste to 
enlist in His Britannic Majesty’s forces, ' 
and we have no doubt that the offer of 
their assistance received a ready welcome. 
The war barely had started before the 
absence of Hodge from his old place on

A.R. P. Again 


It is rather ‘strange that neither the 
Taoiseach nor the Minister for Defence 
mentioned Air Raid Precautions during 
their recent broadcasts. Perhaps, they 
were without adequate information as to 
the position and requirements at the 
moment--the A.R.P. organisation in 
Dublin virtually has been moribund since 
last Christmas. To-day, following Mr. ‘de 
Valera’s warning as to the imminence of 
the danger, A.R.P. is staging a “ come 
back ’’ after a lapse of six months, which 
should have been devoted to completing 
and perfecting the organisation, but during 
which nothing was done in that direc- 
tion. In the interval the Warden service 
has suffered losses from many causes, 
with the result that recruits are needed 
more urgently now than they were last 
year. Mr. Hernon, the City Manager, 
who is the Chief A.R.P. Officer for the 
city, has stated that only 1,000 Wardens 
have been trained, although some 2,700 
are necessary. Yet there are men who 
underwent the training eight months ago 
at very considerable inconvenience to them- 
selves and who have never heard anything 
about it since. Essential supplies which 
should have been issued to the different 
posts many moons ago have not materialised 
as yet; measurements for helmets and 
rubber boots are being taken only now; 
the telephones, which are. such a vital 
necessity to the success of the service, have 
not been installed in the posts, and the 
service is behind in other matters. How- 
ever, the zeal of the members cannot be 
disputed, and from the Area Warden down 
they are completely blameless for the 
delays which have occurred. In the 
different areas the members are meeting 
this week to speed up the work, and of 
their determination there can be no doubt 
whatever. If the defence of the home is 
the most important form of defence, as 
was stated at one meeting, then the 
importance of the A.R.P. work cannot be 
exaggerated. Major,O’Sullivan, Director 
of . Chemical Defence, described the 
Wardens as forming a living network 
over the entire city, leaving no part 
unguarded and acting as guides and 
advisers to the general public. With less 
than half the necessary number enrolled 
in the ranks, there are going to be many 
gaps in the network unless prompt steps 
are taken to recruit new members. Last 
year—especially after the lighting restric- 
tions had been removed—there was a 
tendency to laugh at A.R.P., and members 
who sought to enlist others suffered many 
rebuffs. To-day the international situa- 
tion has changed for the worse, and the 
Taoiseach’s warning has shaken a great 
many people out of their self-complacent 
apathy. A new -recruiting drive should 
bring the force up to the full strength 
required without much difficulty.

A Noisy World 


The news that Herr Hitler has ordered 
bells to be rung for three days in Germany 
to celebrate military successes will raise 
new fears among all people who love 
quietude. We yield to nobody in our 
appreciation of the melody of the bells 
that ring out above the: roof-tops of the 
city, but if people had to listen to them 
ringing ceaselessly for three days running 
we fear that the population of our mental 
homes would be increased by many 
thousands. Towards the end of the third 
day we feel sure that a very large number 
of Germans in the Fatherland will be con- 
vinced that victory has distinct draw- 
backs. Of course, all countries want to 
celebrate victories, and a certain amount 
of abandon is permissible, but if noise -is 
going to be the measure of the triumph 
something will have to be done about it. 
Possibly the first really riotous celebration 
on record is that which marked the relief 
of Mafeking during the Boer War at the 
end of the last century and which, 
gave a new word to the 
English language. Since ‘ mafficking”’ 
was instituted, science, with its usual 
recklessness, has intensified our power of 
making noise until to-day we can create a 
world-shattering din with the greatest of 
ease by pressing buttons and throwing 
over switches. Even the new year must be 
welcomed as noisily as ,ossible, and all 
the sirens ashore and afloat are pressed 
into service to augment the cacophony, 
public opinion having decided that the 
unaided efforts of the bells do not meet 
the demand of the moment. The world is 
hag-ridden by the noise of modern pro- 
gress, yet every opportunity is taken to 
find an excuse for making still more 
hideous discord. Some persons maintain 
that this craze for noise has grown out of 
the custom of presenting small boys with 
tin trumpets and toy drums at Christmas 
and other times. This school of thought 
says thst in the old days the instruments 
of torture were of an inferior quality as a 
rule, and gave out before the patience of 
the ‘‘grown-up’’ victims. It is alleged 
that science nowadays. enables a far 
more durable instrument to be turned out 
at less cost, and this fact, coupled with 
the gradual abandonment of the fine old 
practice of correcting youth’s peccadilloes 
with a slipper applied where it would do 
the most good, is blamed for the increased 
tendency to worship noise. The importa- 
tion of jazz: and its successors probably 
also had a great deal to do with it, espe- 
cially when assisted by cheap and raucous 
radio. It is becoming as difficult to find 
a quiet. corner as-to discover a white black- 
bird, and sensitive souls hardly can be 
blamed for thinking that, after all, deaf- 
ness has its compensations.

WEDNESDAY NIGHT. 


HE secret session of the House of 
Commons on Tuesday next is likely 
to gain in interest from the fact thar 
certain members. who, as soldiers, were 
among those evacuated from Dunkirk, are 
to tell some of their personal experiences, 
Mr. Eden (Secretary for War) has been 
told of the criticism expressed by some 
soldier. members of .the House, and it is 
said’ that jt is *coficerned chiefly 
with the alleged inddeqthaty of certain 
armaments. Nobody will know what takes 
place at the secret session, but Mr. 
Churchill will be the principal spokesman 
for the Government. ere is a general 
feeling ‘that a secret session had become 
imperative, since certain aspects of the 
conduct of the war demanded investigation. 
Many members express the view that a 
frank debate on the Flanders campaign 
should be helpful- im. the organisation of 
“the'new British Expeditioniary Force. Mr. 
Churchill has been quick to récognise the 
need for a secret sitting. 


Mr. Laurence O'Shaughnessy 


Mr. Laurence O'Shaughnessy, who has 
been killed in action, was one of the most 
brilliant surgeons in Harley street. The 
moment war broke out he left his work to 
refoin the Royal Army Medical Corps 
Territorials, in which he had been a 
captain. His wish was to be right at the 
front so that‘ he might deal at first. 
hand with’ war wounds in the chest. A 
heart specialist to-day described Mr. 
O'Shaughnessy as a pioneer surgeon. an 
Irishman quick and determined. ‘‘ He 
was a scholar who. strangely enouch. had 
considerable knowledge of the German 
school of surgery,’ said this specialist 
“and whose spiritual master was Professor 
Saarbruck, Hitler’s doctor.” 


Crushing Death Duties 


The death of the Duke of Northumber- 
land has brought the whole question of 
death duties to the front again, and strong 
representations are being made to the 
Government to have the law altered. An 
official of the Land Union to-day said 
that, if something is not done, the war 
may mean the complete ruin and: per- 
manent loss of some of the most famous 
houses in England. The Duke of 
Northumberland inherited the title only 
ten years ago, and on his £2,500,000- estate 
he had to pay over £1,000,000 in death 
duties. To meet this impost he had to 
give up his castle and to live in a small 
house. Even then it took him nearly ten 
years to pay the bill. In the ordinarv 
course of events the estate would not have 
been called upon to pay duties for quite 
a long period. Now once again, anid 
suddenly, death duties must be met. Ín 
the last war a special Act of Parliament 
was passed exempting an estate from a 
second payment due to war causes where 
the heir. as well as the owner, was killed, 
but there is no such Act in operation now,

Protection for Vatican City 


Elaborate plans to protect the Vatican 
City’s inhabitants against atr raids were 
put in hand last September, it is disclosed 
in. the International Red Cross Review, 
just published in Geneva. Air raid shelters 
have been provided in the Apostolic Palace, 
facing St. Anne’s gateway. The walls of 
the great tower are 28 feet thick. and the 
vaults beneath its circular hall have been 
surfaced with reinforced concrete and con- 
verted into yas-proof shelters. For the 
Pope a special shelter has been excavated 
near the base of a lift which ascends to 
his private apartments. 


Sad’ Case’ of Dogs and Horses 


One of the saddest episodes in the 
evacuation from Dunkirk were the attempts 
of horses and dogs to get on board the 
vessels as the troops embarked. It seemed 
that, starving and terrified as they were, 
they knew that their only chance of safety 
was in getting on board a ship. It is 
stated that hundreds of animals mingled 
with the troops on the beaches and the 
quay-sides, and, in spite of the most 
stringent precautions, smuggled themselves 
on board and roamed the ships until thes 
were shot or caught. In many cases kindly 
soldiers tried to conceal dogs under their 
great coats, and at one coast port it was 
found necessary to destroy no fewer than 
120 dogs which had been brought over with 
the troops. 


Fascist Propaganda 


Many people were greatly surprised to- 
day to learn that Fascist propaganda still 
is being carried on by the British Union, 
notwithstanding the arrest and internment 
of Sir Oswald Mosley and a number of his 
assistants. The headquarters, atter beings 
occupied by Scotland Yard for three days. 
were open again this morning, and there 
were people in charge who described them- 
selves as officials of the Union. Propaganda, 
it was stated, is being carried on as eX- 
tensively as circumstances permit. Acfivn, 
the journal of the Union, is to be pub- 
lished as usual this week. In the past. 
only articles dealing with military matters 
has been submitted to the Censor, but i 
has been decided to submit the complete 
paper this week.

ONE REPORT SAYS 
500,000 MEN - 


It is estimated that out of, roughly, 
2,500,000 troops engaged in the Flanders 
battles and in Holland, ~ ama suffered be- 
tween 400,000 and 500,000 casualties, says the 
Press Association military correspondent. 
About eighty divisions were used against 
the Allies in the battle which ended 
with the evacustion of Dunkirk. 
Out of these there were about ten 
armoured and five motorised divisions, all of 
which were heavily engaged, and all of which 
must have had heavy losses. 

It is calculated that the armoured divi- 
sions lost probably something between 
one-third and one-half of their strength. 
Their maintenance git, grey and organisa- 
tion were, extremely good, and they probably 
have a large number of reserve tanks. 

It is estimated that the Germans used 
about 20 infantry divisions, which must have 
suffered particularly heavily. 


were probably suffered by the infantry

That the casualties were rather more than 
was anticipated in Germany is shown by 
the fact that the Germans have apparently 
found it necessary to requisition at short 
notice various extra buildings as hospitals, 
and by the significant ‘fact that it is believed 
that casualties from one part of Germany are 
in hospital in another part of the country.

RAIDED BY R.A.F. 


Great Oil Plants 
Destroyed 


ROM shortly before midnight 

until the early hours of yester- 
day morning strong forces of British 
mbers ranged over North-West 
Germany; setting oil storage plants 
ablaze and‘ wrecking rail communica- 
tions at many centres, from Doart- 
mund, in the North, to Mannheim, in 


the South. 
FIRES AND EXPLOSIONS 


Frankfurt, Dusseldorf, Cologne and Essen 
were among the other great German cities 
that heard the drone of the British raiders’ 
engines during the night, followed by the 
blast of bombs and A.A, gun batteries in 
action. 

At. Frankfort-on-Main a large oil storage 
dépét was systematically bombed by relays 
of aircraft for nearly one and a half hours. 
Over 400 high explosive and _ incendiary 
bombs were dropped on this one target, and 
at the height of the attack the glow from 
the mass of flames that enveloped the oil 
tanks lit up the rive: for many miles of 
its length, and plainly illuminated the air- 
craft flying 5,000 feet above the target 
area, 


HEAVY BOMBING 


At the same time an attack in equal 
strength was being directed against another 
important oil storage plant at Monhejm, 
between Dusseldorf and Cologne. 

The red glow of numerous small fires could 
be seen in the centre of the target, while 
away towards one end a newly-ignited tank 
burned with white-hot intensity. As the 
last of the raiding force drew off, many 
fires were still blazing strongly, and heavy 
clouds of black smoke were rolling slowly 
across the river, 


BLAZING TANKS 


Oil stores further south were attacked with 
equally evident success when direct hits were 
registered on an extensive oil storage plant 
near Mannheim. The first bombs were 
dropped on this target shortly before mid- 
nA. sr and the flames spread rapidly. An 
isolated group of ‘tanks was seen to explode 
after two direct hits by salvoes of heavy 
bombs. 

Steaming oil, ignited by the incendiary 
bombs that had been scattered all over the 
target, quickly became a mass of raging 
flames, reddening the night sky and being 
visible to aircraft: crews flying more than 
one hundred miles away from the scene of 
the vast conflagration. 

Dusseldorf and Wesel were heavily bombed, 

and at Cologne some seventy high explosive 
and incendiary bombs were seen to burst over 
the greater part of a railway yard crowded 
with loaded goods wagons. 


AERODROME ATTACKED 


One British raider flying over Germany 
early to-day found the aerodrome at Olde- 
broek lit up, and all lights round the aero- 
drome were extinguished by the first salvo 
of bombs that fell across the boundary of the 
landing ground. In a second attack a few 
minutes later bombs were dropped. across one 
end of the aerodrome where buildings were 
undoubtedly damaged, 

All but one returned safely to bases.

EXPEDIENT -- 


When the Minister had explained the 
measure, Mr. J. M. DILLON (F.G., Monag- 
han) said—l want to say a short word. I 
feel that we have failed to communicate to 
the public the true sense of the peril that 
hangs over this country at the present 
moment. If we have so failed that failure 
is one for which we are-all responsible. I 
want to say deliberately now that I believe 
that this State is in immediate danger of an 
invasion, which. i think, should be resisted 
by force and with all the resources. that this 
State can command. | want to say now that 
I believe that if this country is to be pro- 
tected from devastation and our people pro- 
tected from carnage of the most horrible 
kind we must resist that invasion with all the 


force at our disposal. 

I am aware that during the last week or 
so representations have been made by cer- 
tain people in this country that Ireland 
should, in the face of invasion, putsue the ex- 
pedient adopted by Denmark. 1 say that 
such a suggestion is ignoble and disgraceful, 
but even if it were not so, if it were a sug- 
gestion that any honourable citizen of this 
State could contemplate, that alternative is 
not open to this country because the sub- 
mission by Denmark to invasion closed the 
chapter. The submission by Ireland to in- 
vasion by one of the belligerent Powers would 
promptly invoke counter-invasion by other 
Powers, with the result that this country 
would be turned into a bloody battlefield and 
our people destroyed between the upper and 
nether millstones of those two contending 
forces. 


THE TIME TO ACT 


I say deliberately that the only effective 
means of preventing such a disaster being 
brought on our people is to: make manifest 
to the world now that any invasion contem- 
plated by any State on Ireland will. be re- 
sisted to the limit of our people’s ability to 
resist. I-desire to state this, that every man 
who enrols in the State service, whether it 
be in the Regular Army, the Vojunteers.or 
the Civil Defence Force now, does the work 
of ten men in protecting: our people and our 
country from the dangers I have mentioned. 
I say that bécause I am convinced that the 
enrolment of one man now is worth the 
enro!ment of ten men in a month’s time. 

It is of vital and urgent importance to our 
country and to our people that we should show 
the world that every able-bodied man in 
Ireland ts prepared to join in resisting the 
invasion of this country. And I want to say 
this in conclusion, for whatever weight my 
word carries with any individual in this State, 
my advice to him ts to go now,- without a 
moment’s delay, and enrol in one of the 
three forces to which the Government asks 
citizens of the country to offer their services, 
and to leave it to the Executive to decide 
what individuals will be called to mmediate 
service consequent upon that enrolment. 


THE IMPORTANT THING 


The Executive may determine that men 
with heavy family responsibilities or other 
special circumstances of that; kind need not 
be called at the present moment so long as 
there are persons free from heavy responst- 
bilities available for immediate service. The 
important thing to-day is to show that every 
man, whatever his difficulties are, is pre- 
pared, if the Government thinks ft necessary, 
to surmount those difficulties and to join his 
fellow-citizens in the supreme duty of the 
defence of the State. No man need appre- 
hend that his offer of service will be irrespon- 
sibly dealt with. 

Every man’s case will, undoubtedly, be 
considered on its merits, and the most suit- 
able men first called upon for service; but 
it is vital that there should be no doubt 
in the mind of any crtizen of this State that 
his duty at the present time is to place 
himself at the disposal of the Government for 
the defence of the country. To every man 
who wishes to serve Ireland I say deliberately 
that the sooner he goes and enrols, the better 
his service to Ireland will be.

GERMANS BOMB 
BRITISH COAST 


‘SIX: PERSONS INJURED 


The British’ Air Ministry and the Ministry 
of Home Security announced early to-day:

AIR RAID ALARMS IN

Several heavy reports, followed by a rapid 
burst of machine-gun fire, were heard last 
night a little way out to set off the South- 
East Coast of England. 

' There was no _ anti-aircraft firing, no 
warning; and no searchlights. Then all was 
quiet until early this morning, when there 
. were two terrific explosions. Rumbiings 
shock windows and beds. People were 
awakened and several persons went outdoors. 
It was as if a salvo of bombs had been 
dropped, whether on land or water is not 
known. 

Still no warnings were given. 

Just after midnight an air raid warning 
was sounded at another point on the East 
coast. Dozens of searchlights were seen, and 
there were flashes visible at a considerable 
height, which might have been from gunfire. 
There were no sounds of bombing. 

A.R.P. services stood by early this mornmg 
for over two hours at still another part of the 
East Coast. About half-a-dozen terrific ex- 
plosions shook a town, and it was later 
reported that bombs had fallen in the sea. 
Aeroplane engines were heard and search- 
lights went into action. No warning was 
given. 
Another air raid alarm was sounded on the 
East Coast early to-day. The “ All Clear”’ 
was given forty-five minutes later. <Aero- 
planes were heard, and the sound of explo- 
sions came from a south-east direction. No 
gunfire was audible. 


BOMBS DROPPED IN SEA 


High explosive bombs dropped in the sea 
off the East Coast shook a number of 
buildings in a nearby town. No air raid 
warning was sounded, but all services have 
been standing to since midnight. Bombs 
were also dropped at a village, but did no 
damage. 

In another village unexploded bombs are 
believed to have been dropped. Anti-aircraft 
guns and searchlights could be seen in action 
many miles away, and the rumble of gunfire 
was continuous for about an hour. 

A later report stated that bombs fell on 
a village green, and as far as can 
gathered no material damage was done.

GERMAN SPEARHEADS 
TOWARDS PARIS 


The German offensive spread in three main 
sectors—Amiens, Peronne and Laon, where 
the Germans strove to drive -converging 
spearheads towards Paris, says the Associated 
Press. 

It was at these points that the new 
Weygand system was put into action for the 
first time. The Maginot theory of fixed 
fortifications was dropped, and the new 
defences have veen designed to break up 
tank attacks gradually. 

In contrast to the first days of the earlier 
German assaults along the Meuse, the open- 
ing of this present battle yielded the 
attackers no great gains. 

The German tanks, advancing through 
openings only encountered successive French 
“support points,” like field fortifications. 
The first points were armed with anti-tank 
guns on the banks of the numerous canals 
and streams. Behind them were gun nests 
at cross-roads and on hills. 

The Weygand Line ended in deep woods, 
where hidden guns stopped any tanks which 
succeeded in getting that far. The Allies 
further threw their own air forces into the 
battle to counter the effects of Nazi Stuka 
dive bombers,

The Rev. Hugh Scott, in seconding, said 
that there were still some areas in Belfast 
yequiring the attention of the Church Exten- 
sion Committee. A great encouragement had 
been the response to the Youth Million 
Pennies Fund, which had been one of the 
most successful sections of their work. 

The report was adopted, and the Assembly 
passed a resolution as follows:—‘‘ With a 
view to Dr. Moody continuing for a further 
period his work as convenor of the Committee 
on Church Extension, and inasmuch as he 
has completed forty years from the date of 
his ordination, the Assembly permit him to 
retire from his congregational duties with 
all the rights of an sealants retired minister.”’ 


BENEVOLENT FUND 


Presenting the report of the Trustees of the 
Presbyterian Church in Ireland, Mr. John 
McCaughey stated that the trustees had pre- 
pared a scheme for the administration of a 
benevolent fund, as a result of a bequest from 
the late Mr. F. W. Scott, of Dublin. The 
object of the fund was the relief of such 
members of the Church who were in neces- 
sitous circumstances, and for. whom, in the 
cpinion of the trustees, adequate provision 
could not properly be made from other funds 
of the Church.

ARMY PENSIONS ACTS
